made a door-to-door check of the 
neighborhood where the body was 
found Thursday. 


Mrs. 
Springer's twisted, 97-pound 


body was discovered under a tar- 
paulin in the back seat of her green 
convertible. She was killed Monday 
night within an hour after she and 
the car disappeared from a park- 
ing lot while her husband 
went 


across the street to pick up her 
glasses. 


Meanwhile, laboratory 
analysts 
at the University of Southern Cal- 
ifornia went to work with a new 
scientific test expected to reveal if 
the woman was raped. Results of 
the "acid phosphatases" test, 
so 


new that even modern crime lab- 
oratories are not equipped to use 
it, also can be checked 
against 
blood types of suspects. 


Police picked up one suspect yes- 
terday, a young 
ex-sailor 
found 


sleeping in his car, but cleared him 
after four hours' questioning. 


Ironically, officers learned that 


a police car pulled abreast of the 
parked murder car while the slay- 
er still sat in the driver's seat. 
The officers drove off without no- 
ticing him. 
. Witnesses said the killer turned 
into the Westside street just ahead 
of the police car, then 
wheeled 


frantically to the curb and turned 
off his lights when he saw the red 
light behind him. 


Two officers in the police car, 


not knowing that the murderer and 
his vicitim's body were in the con- 
vertible beside them, reprimanded 
a minor traffic violator whom they 
had followed into the residential 
street.

At this point the committee has 
asked for the lists of books. It will 
decide later whether to have an in- 
vestigation. 


The Paris conference between 
Secretary of State Acheson and the 
foreign ministers of .Russia, Brit- 
ain and France doesn't seem to be 
getting anywhere and probably will 
break up on that note. 


For some time after the break- 
up there's likely to be quite a bit 
of news on relations between this 
country and Russia.

(IP) — The best foxhole in Europe 
in the event of an atomic war is 
the grand duchy of Luxembourg. 


This tiny postcard country 
has 
bpen-*p r-e-p-BTTPc-*!—for-<-200' /years 
against 'the; dropping of the' - atom 
bomb. Deep beneath the breath- 
taking hills of its capital, one of 
the world's most p i c t u r e sque 
cities, lie 17 miles of defensive tun- 
nels. 


"They were dug in 
the 
early 


1700s, and they could easily 
hold 


everyone in the 
country," 
said 


David Ned Blackmer, 33, of Bing- 
hamton, N. Y. 


The little monarchy, ruled 
by 


Grand Duchess Charlotte, is only 
999 miles square and has a popula- 
tion of about 300,000. 


Blackmer, an ex-G. I., decided 


after the war — like many another 
American soldier — he wanted to 
learn more about the lands he had 
fought across. So when he had re- 
cuperated from 
a 
severe 
head 


wound he came here to study the 
culture of Luxembourg to win his 
doctorate degree. 


"The people have been extraor- 


dinarily friendly and cooperative," 
he said. 


L u x e m bourgers have had a 
weary time trying to live 
up to 


their national motto: "We want to 
remain what we are." 


The country is a natural strong- 
hold, a crossroads 
for 
invasion 


armies moving across Europe, and 
its name means "little fortress." 
It has been a military outpost since 
Roman times. 


More than most small countries 
Luxembourg knows the 
cost 
of 


being a football to the big powers. 
.It agreed in 1867 to dcmoslish its 
I fortifications in return for a.guar- 
'antce of "eternal neutrality."';3ince 


then German troops have wheeled 
across it in throe wars. 


German commanders took what 
they wanted, even forced Luxcm- 
bourgers to serve in their armies. 


But this tiny door mat of Europe 


jis beginning to bristle. It has found 
'"neutrality" doesn't pay. 


"They are a little imperialistic 
now," laughed Blackmer. 
"They 


want a slice of Germany. That is 
they want the land — but not the 
Germans who live on it." 


And Luxembourg has massed its 
pre-war army of 300 men to 10,000. 
This is really a token gesture, how- 
ever, to give a legalistic basis to 
its claim that its soldiers should be 
treated as war prisoners 
rather 
than impressed into foreign con- 
quering armies. 


How long Luxembourgcrs could 
hold out in the event of another in- 
vasion attack is problematical — 
unless t 
eliywrceshrdcmfwvbgk 
unless they were 
quickly 
rein- 
forced. 


"But they are wiring the old tun- 
nels again," said Blackmer. 


During the last war Luxembourg 


served as the headquarters of Gen. 
George S. Paton's Third army and 
the U. S. Ninth airforcc. It was 
saved from destruction during the 
Battle of the Bulge in 1944, and 
the people are now strongly pro- 
American 


"There is no university heru and 


Duxembourgers used to scud their 
sons to Germany for higher edu- 
cation," said Blackmer. "Now 
it 


is the dream of every boy to study 
in America. 
"They love American cars, and 


there are probably more Ameri- 
can-made cars per capita 
here 


than 
there 
arc 
in 
the United 
States." 


On the other hand, there are also 


jmore Luxcmbourgors in 
Chicago 


than there are in the capital city 
in America than now live in Lux- 
embourg country itself. 


Floods Isolate 
Two Towns in

Petersburg, . Va., June 18 —(/P) 
—Flash floods raging in the Poto- 
mac river valley of West Virginia 
gave signs of subsiding today but 
two towns still were blocked and 
further evacuations were planned. 


The crest of the 
flood, which 
struck last night after 
torrential 


rains, rolled on northeast towards 
Romney, W. Va. and Cumberland, 
Md. 


Police said there were "uncon- 


firmed reports" that eight to ten 
persons were missing in the Pe- 
tcrsburg-Moqrcfield, W. Va. area. 
Communication was difficult, how- 
ever, and police were attempting 
to verify the reports. 


They were unable to confirm a 
report that at least five persons 
were lost in the Moorefield area. 


Downpours yesierclay drove the 


Potomac river's north and south 
branches out of their banks, iso- 
lating e n t i r e communities and 
sweeping away smaller dwellings. 
Police said there was 4 1-2 inches 
I of rain in 24 hours. 


Some 400 persons wore 
moved 


out o£ the south side of this town 
o£ 1,800 as water cut it off com- 
pletely. It is located on the Po- 
tomac's south branch, between the 
Shenandoah and 
Allegeny moun- 
tains. 


At Moorefield, 25 miles north- 
east, the town could only be 
en- 


tered 
by 
a 
roundabout 
route 
through Gore, Va. Police said that 
some of the town's 1.300 inhabitants 
had to bo evacuated. 


Red Cross disaster 
units 
were 


due in Petersburg today. Here, the 
south side went under water first 
and then the floods blanketed the 
north fringe. 


At both Petersburg and Moore- 


field, however, 
police 
said 
the 
water was falling.

Pony Express 
Is Revived 
Temporarily

Scotsbluff, Neb., June 18 —(/P)— 


The staccato hoofbeats of the pony 
express resounded across the Ne- 
braska plains once again today 
beating out a revival of a never- 
to-be forgotten chapter in Ameri- 
ca's westward expansion. 


The Nebraska Horse Clubs asso- 


ciation, sponsor of the commemo- 
rative ride, moved their horses to 
points along the Lincoln highway 
to carry pouches of mail 
clear 


across the state on horseback. 


The first two sections of the ride 
start at 10 a. m. (CST) today from 
Scottsbluff, and from Pine Bluffs, 
Wyo., 
on the 
western Nebraska 
border.' The two sections merge at 
Sidney for the dash to Gothenburg, 
Neb., with an overnight stop 
at 


Ovid, Colo., site of an 
old pony 
express station. 


The eastern leg of the trip starts 


at Blair, Neb., on Nebraska's east- 
ern border, at 4 a. m. (CST) Sun- 
day morning. 


The trip from Blair to Gothen- 
burg is 243 miles — more than a 
day's ride for the 
pony 
express 


rider who raced across the plains 
90 years ago at the rate of 200 
miles a day. 


Hence a second section of 
this 
ride will start at 5 a. m. (CST) 
from Central City, about half way 
to Gothenburg. 


When the Blair section reaches 
Central City and mail pouches will 
be relayed ahead to the speeding 
horses by automboile, then will be 
carried to Gothenburg on 
horse- 
back. 


The two rides — 600 miles alto- 


gether—will end 
at Gothenburg,

to believe that any 
member 
of 
congress, for that matter, any lay- 
man, could be as naive, which is

He 
was our most eminent "labor law- 
yer" of his time and was so high- 
ly regarded by Moosejaw I, that he 
sent the old faker to England dur- 
ing the war on some political mis- 
sion, probably with a sideline of 
graft, and nearly scared him to 
death. I want you to understand 
;hat 
I am not pouring it on Pad- 


way thus freely only because he 
s dead. I told him off during his 
ife and when I caught him with 
si,000 of dirty money from 
the 


Scalise mob and roared, "some 
of my friends tell me I ought to 
sue you!" I said, "well, if you 
aren't guilty you certainsy should! 
There never was a more greedy, 
ruthless racketeer in "labor1 than

But he didn't sue. Nor did-Judge 
Ben Moore, of the United States 
court in West Virginia, who sat in 
he phoney John Lewis freedom-of- 
he-press case last year and was 
gong to nail me for contempt in 
asking him whether he hadn't been 
a partner in a law firm which had 
made enormous income from the 
Jnited Mine 
Workes 
and 
the 
-. I. O. He was going to give me 
.hat 
contempt business 
until I 
upped and proved it on him and 
he took to his heels and the hills 
and said nothing more about con- 
tempt. 


There was no imposition on the 
power of the press in that. A news- 
paper reporter in actual contempt 
las no immunity that is not en- 
joyed by everybody else. Moore 
quit to the challenge because I had 
lim dead to rights and if you want 
to regard that as a commentray 
on the quality of our federal ju- 
diciary, help yourself. 


I don't know what kind of "labor 
iawyer" this Jacobs is, but I don't 
know any good ones. Experts I 
do know. Y«s. There is an old prej- 
udice of snobbery in 
the 
law 
against lawyers who specialize in 
criminal 
practicebut I 
should 


say that the new practice of "la- 
bor law' is even a lower specialty. 


My information has it that Mr. 
Jacobs comes from 
Indianapolis, 
which has been the home of the 
teamsters' and carpenters' unions 
of the A. -1\ of L. -for many years. 
So if it is true that he is a "labor 
lawyer" he must be kidding him- 
self or trying to kid the public 
when he says he is going to "study 
undemocratic practices" on behalf 
of the house committee on labor 
and recommend steps. 


There are no more "undemo- 
cratic" unions in the whole rotten 
racket than the teamsters' and the 
carpenters', and if Jacobs doesnt 
inow that after practicing this spe- 
ciality in Indianapolis he must be 
either an awful dummy or a not 
very artful faker. And the fact is 
that this type of union is the true 
A. F. of L. type with ancient bul- 
lies with pot-bellied 
minds 
and 


bodies oppressing and suppressing 
the rankand file with an arrogance 
and immunity beyond the imagina- 
tion of the ignorant idealistic out- 
siders. 


I am suspicious of this move be- 
cause when a Democrat 
on the 


douse committee on labor makes 
like a reformer in this privileged 
field of racketerring he is flouting 
the traditions of 
his 
own great 
party of humanity. There are two 
Democrats left in congress out of 
three who investigated union rack- 
eteering in the war camps and fac- 
tories, who were on the level but 
they were southern Democrats, all 
three. Sam Hobbs, of Alabama, and 
Judge Smith, of Virginia, are still 
in action but old Hatton Sumners, 
of Dallas, finally got disgusted and 
retired. Mr. Jacobs, of Indianapo- 
lis, doesnt need to waste another 
dollar of our money investigating. 
The story is all in the evil record 
amassed by those three southern 
gentlemen and for more intimate 
sordid details and embellishments, 
Jacobs need only ask me.
